AjJ.N. WEAPONS inspectors left 
^Ixaq on Tuesday with important 
information on ballistic missiles, 
as the Western affies pressured 
Baghdad on another element of 
the Gulf war ceasefire — its 
treatment of Shiite Muslims. 

Foreign Minister Roland 
Dumas confirmed Tuesday that 
the Western allies would try to 
protect Iraq’s Shiite Muslims by 
forbidding Iraqi military flights 
over Shiite territory. 

On Monday, Bush administra- 
tion officials said the United 
States and its allies were prepar- 
ing to protea Shntes with an 
aerial umbrella and threaten 
Baghdad with force unless it halts 
attacks on them. 

Allied units established havens 
in, northern Iraq last year for 
Kurdish -separatists whose post- 
-war rebellion was crushed by 
^pfraqi forces. Under international 
protection, the Kurds in northern 
Iraq have declared autonomy 
from Baghdad. 

A Western diplomat at the. 
United Nations said the United 
States and other countries were 


discussing issuing an ultimatum to 
Iraq: Stop terrorising Shiites or 
face a military strike. The diplo- 
mat, speaking on condition of 
anonymity, said the ultimatum 
could be presented to Iraq later 
this week. 

The plan by the allies to en-. 
force a “no-fly" zone for Iraqi 
military aircraft south of the 32nd 
Parallel would put more than half 
of Iraq out of the reach of Iraq’s 
helicopter gunshtps and war- 
planes. 

Diplomats said it would 
amount to the biggest single blow 
to the Baghdad government’s 
ability to control Iraq since an 
aircraft exclusion zone was de- 
clared north of the 36th Parallel 
in March last year. 

But they added that even after 
the Gulf war in February last year 
and two years of U.N. sanctions, 
the Iraqi army and security ser- 
vices still had the strength to hold 
down the south.’ 

Iraqi opposition leaders said 
they had received assurances that 
Washington would do everything 
it can to stop the Iraqi army from 
attacking tens of thousands of 
Shiite rebels in the southern mar- 


shes. 

Al Iraq, a leading pro- 
government newspaper, on Tues- 
day called the focus on the Shiites 
an attempt to “prolong die U.N. 
economic sanctions and to con- 
tinue the aggression against 
Iraq.” 

The U.N. weapons team had 
planned a surprise inspection of 
an Iraqi military ministry in 
Baghdad but postponed it after a 
weekend New York Times article 
depicted the visit as orchestrated 
by die United States to provoke 
•Iraq, die Times, the Washington 
Post and ABG-TV reported. 

The Times had reported the 
UJN. team would try to inspect 
the Ministry of Military Indus- 
trialisation and that Washington 
was ready to bomb ministries if 
the team were rebuffed, as had 
been anticipated. 

The inspectors, who under the 
Gulf war ceasefire are to oversee 
die demolition of Iraqis weapons 
of mass destruction, did not ^rish 
to appear manipulated by the 
United States, the media reports 
said.

V The 15-man peace team, sent 
by Nangarhar Province Governor 
ASdul Qadeer, aims to talk to the 
Hezb-e-Islaui and the coalition 
government, rivals in nearly two 
weeks of ‘fierce fighting around 
Kabul that was left hundreds 
dead and forced tens of 
thousands to fie* the city. 

The team includes representa- 
tives of the two main waning 
parties, Jamiat-e-Islami and the 
Hezb, Afghan Islamic Press re- 
pented fan the Pakistani border 
town of Peshawar. 

■If one party does not agree to 
tiie ceasefire "we will then sup- 
port the other party which 
agrees," it quoted Mr. Qadeer as 
saying. 

’Fighting raged on Tuesday in 
'the battered capital, which has 
been without water or electricity , 
for a week, and Hezb rockets hit 
the palace of President Burba- 
nuddin Rabbin and the French ' 
and Turkish embassies. 

■ U.N. sources voiced concern at 


tiie plight of foreign diplomats 
trapped in the besieged city. 
Many want to leave but are await- 
ing guarantees for their safe eva- 
cuation. 

The government retaliated on 
Tuesday, sending MiG jets and 
SU-22 bombers to attack s Hezb- 
controlled airport in the western, 
town of Shudand, Mujahedeen 
sources said. 

No Hezb planes were hit in the 
raid and the extent of damage to 
the runway was unknown, the 
sources said. 

Government jets also bombed 
strategic Tapa Taj Bik bill, cap- 
tured by Hezb fighters after a 
night- of street fighting on Mon- 
day, they said. 

Hezb-c-Idami fighters _ tried to 

storm a strategic outpost in south- 
ern Kabul on Monday and 
claimed they had captnred it but 
government troops still occupied 
it Tuesday.

AMMAN (J.T.) — Prime Minis- 
ter Sharif Zeid Ben Shaker Tues- 
day visited the Fourth and Sixth 
districts where by-elections to the 
Lower House were underway and 
urged all citizens to cast that 
votes and participate in the elec- 
tions.

Study reports ‘inhuman’ 
conditions in Israeli jail 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM (R) 
— Human rights groups accused 
Israel on Tuesday of denying 
Palestinian prisoners medical- 
treatment and maintaining “inhu- 
man” conditions at prisons 
throughout the occupied territor- 
ies. 

In a study of the Hebron prison 
in the West Bank, the Israeli 
Alternative Information Centre 
and the Palestinian Mandela In- 
stitute said prisoners complained 
of little medical care, poor food, 
filthy living conditions and exces- 
sive restrictions on movement. 

“Up to now, the focus of atten- 
tion was on torture. The time has 
come to turn the spotlight to the 
appafing conditions at the pris- 
on,’ said Tikva Honig-Paruass, 
co-author of the study entitled 
“Hebron Prison — A View from 
Inside." 

“In Hebron we do not find 
even the minimum physical, 
medical and social conditions re- 
quired to guarantee the well- 
being and personal dignity of the 
prisoners," the report said. 

“Instead the .opposite is true: 
Inhuman conditions, aggravating 
the punishment already decided 
upon by the courts, are mamt 
aroed in order to rain the prison- 
ers’ health and break their spir- 
its.” 

Sbulamit Mein, spokesman for 
the Israeli prisons authority, de- 
nied the charges and said in- 
mates had made no complaints 
dming a recent visit by the com- 
missioner of the prisons service. 

The report, compiled from 
accounts by seven of the 438 
prisoners held in tiie prison, said 
medics sometimes had refused to 


give treatment unless prisoners 
agreed to cooperate with the pris- 
on administration. 

It said no doctor was per- 
manently assigned to the prison 
and medics usually offered pris- 
oners pain relief pills only. 

Earlier this year a Palestinian 
died during questioning at the 
general security sendees section 
of the Hebron prison, one of 
seven in the occupied West Bank. 
Israeli newspapers reported tor- 
ture at the prison was routine. 

Two Palestinians cousins sus- 
pected of collaborating with 
Israel were tolled by other Arabs 
in the West Bank, Palestinian 
sources said on Tuesday. 

The bodies of the two, identi- 
fied as Tawfik Ikmail, 50 and 
Ibrahim Ikmail, 30. were found 
together on Monday in an olive 
grove in the West Bank town of 
Qabatia. 

Palestinians said the men were 
cousins wbo belonged to a large, 
prominent dan in Qabatia. 

Seven members of the clan 
have been killed as collaborators 
since the start of tiie Palestinian 
uprising in December 1987, 
Palestinian sources said. 

.Five other dan members were 
shot dead by soldiers during the 
revolt, they said. 

Another family member, 
Ahmad A wad Hanail. allegedly 
beads the Black Panthers, a 
Palestinian group linked to the 
mainstream Fateh faction. 

One branch of the family is 
active in the Muslim fun- 
damentalist Hamas, a group 
vying for leadership of the upris- 
ing, Palestinians said. 


King arrives at Mayo Clinic 


ROCHESTER, Minnesota 
(Agendes) — His Majesty 
King Hussein arrived at a 
leading U.S. dime Monday 
night for treatment of a urin- 
ary tract haemorrhage. 

King Hussein and Her 
Majesty Queen Noor flew to 
Minneapolis St. Paul Inter- 
national Airport and were 
driven 150 kilometres south 
to the Mayo Clinic here. 

Hospital spokesman Chris 
Gade said the King was to 
undergo tests and evaluations 
Tuesday. 

The 56-year-old monarch 
was admitted to a hospital in 
Amman on Saturday to treat 
a minor haemorrhage in bis 
urinary tract. 


“I think things are much 
better than they were a cou- 
ple of days ago." the King 
said on Monday as he left 
Amman for the United 
States. 

“I had been found that it is 
important for me ... to have 
some more specialised atten- 
tion in terms o' > ivestiga- 
tion," he told repc ters. 

The Mayo Clinic s one of 
the largest and most presti- 
gious in the world, with more 
than 1,000 doaors. It is the 
clinic where former U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan re- 
ceives his annual physicals, 
the last of which was last 
week.

The Damascus meeting, the 
agency said, aims at “coordinat- 
ing Arab stands ahead of the 
(Aug. 24) Arab-Israeli peace 
talks in Washington and (in view 
of) Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin’s visit to the U.S.” during 
which President George Bush 
agreed to grant Israel the loan 
guarantees. _ 

Both sides to Tuesday’s meet- 
ing in Amman emphasised “the 
importance of exchanging land 
for peace as the basts for any 
settlement in the Middle East and

Talks continue in Syria on Lebanon election crisis 


DAMASCUS (Agencies) — 
Lebanon’s Foreign Minister Fans 
Bouez held talks in Syria on 
Tuesday, the second consecutive 
day the two countries have held 
high-level consultation amid poli- 
tical crisis over planned elections 
in Lebanon. 

Diplomats and officials said his 
discussions also dealt with the 
Arab-Israeli peace talks and a 
meeting of Arab foreign ministers 
due to start in Patna sens on 
Wednesday. 

Mr. Bouez is among senior 
Christian politicians who usually 
bade Syria’s dominant role in 
Lebanese affairs but who have 
now joined a campaign tty Christ- 
ian parties to delay elections until 
Syrian troops pull back from 
Beirut 

His talks with Syrian Foreign 
Minister Farouk Al Sharaa fol- 
lowed a visit to Damascus the 
previous day by Lebanese Prime 
Minister Rashid Solh. 

Mr. Solh dkemsed the elec- 


tions, planned for Aug. 23. with 
Vice-President Abdul Halim 
Kbaddam, an expert on Leba- 
non. 

Syria, the main foreign power 
broker in Lebanon where it has 
some 40,000 troops under an 
'Arabs League mandate, has 
backed the holding of polls as 
planned. 

Ten Christian candidates and a 
Muslim withdrew from the race, 
Monday. 

Five leading Christian deputies 
in the old pre-war parliament, 
including Mr. Bouez, met Mr. 
Hrawi on Monday to appeal for 
postponement. 

Political sources said they too 
threatened to withdraw. Mr. Hra- 
wi, also a Christian, told them 
their appeal would be referred to 
a cabinet session on Wednesday. 

Sources said the withdrawals 
were threatening to turn into a 
Stampede that could leave some 
seats in the new parliament emp- 
ty — discrediting a vital stage in 



the recovery from civil war. 

“The country is at its most 
critical stage in two years. What is 
at stake here is not only the 
elections, it is the peace pact and 
foe Syrian role in Lebanon,” a 
pro-Syrian source told Reuters. 


Most Christians, including 
Maronite Catholic Patriarch Nas~ 
rallah Boutros Sfeir, believe the 
elections can never be fair if it is 
held while Syria maintains troops 
in and around Beriut. 

The Christians fear a new 
assembly will scrap the existing 
political system, abolish the con- 
fesskmaiism which reserves the 
presidency for the Christians and 
seek unity with Syria. 

Tammam Saiam, foe first- Mus- 
lim candidate to withdraw, is a 
Sunni. He called for delay and 
urged the government to work for 
Mustim-Christian unity. 

The five Christian deputies 
who met Mr. Hrawi said: “The 
measures accompanying the elec- 
toral operations threaten foe 
national unity ... and the march 
of reconciliation. 

“We ask yon to call for an 
extraordinary cabinet session to 
look info suspending the electoral 
operations until more appropri- 
ate means are available to im- 


prove the circumstances.” 

Opponents of foe elections in- 
clude the Falange Party, Samir 
Geagea’s Lebanese Forces, fol- 
lowers of exiled General Michel 
Aoun, foe National Liberal Party 
of Dori Chamoun and the 
National Bloc of self-exiled De- 
puty Raymond Edde. 

The European Community 
(EC) called on Tuesday for the 
election to be free and fair, saying 
that only a fully representative 
government could restore nation- 
al and international confidence. 

The EC, in a statement issued 
by Britain as current president, 
reaffirmed support for Lebanon’s 
“independence, sovereignty, uni- 
ty and territorial integrity." 

“The community and its mem- 
ber states believe that only 
through fair and free elections, 
resulting in fully representative 
institutions, can national and in- 
ternational confidence in Leba- 
non be fully restored,” the state- 
ment said. 
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Algeria leader offers 
dialogue with opposition 


ALGIERS (R) — Algerian bead 
of state Ali Kafi has proposed a 
.dialogue with the opposition next 
month to seek ways of getting oat 
of the country’s political crisis 
after months of violence, the 
press reported on Tuesday. 

“Ali Kafi announced the start 
of a dialogue with the parties next 
month to hammer out a national 
consensus on a patriotic program- 
me," the daily Essalam said in a 
report of a briefing be gave to the 
press on Monday. 

It was Mr. Kafi's first meeting 
with local journalists since being 
nominated head of state on July 2 
to replace Mohammad Boudiaf 
shot dead by a soldier on June 29. 

The High State Council or joint 
presidency chaired by Mr. Kafi is 
due to draft the framework for 
the dialogue at a meeting next 
Sunday, the paper said. 

Mr. Kafi told reporters multi- 
party democracy was an irreversi- 
ble option. But he said be would 
prefer fewer parties. Some 60 
political groups have registered 
since a multi-party system was 
instituted in 1989. 

It appeared his proposal was 
not addressed to the outlawed 
Islamic Salvation Front (FIS), but 
to groups like the former ruling 
party National Liberation Front 
(FLN), the Socialist Forces Front 
(FIS) led by Hodne Ait Ahmad, 
and parties led by former Presi- 
dent Ahmad Ben Bella and ex- 
Prime Minister Kasdi Merbah 
and the FTS's Islamic rivals. 

The FIS is suspected of being 
responsible for a wave of violence 
that has swept Algeria since a 
state of emergency was proc- 
laimed in February after the can- 


cellation of elections the Islamic 
fundamentalist party was poised 
to win. 

Musa starts talks 

Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Amr Musa conferred in Algiers 
on Tuesday with Mr. Kafi at the 
start of a two-day visit, Algerie 
Presse Service (APS) reported. 

He was also due to have talks 
with his Algerian counterpart 
Lakhdar Ibrahimi to discuss bi- 
lateral relations, the Middle East 
peace process and the next sum-

Egyptian Television on Tues- 
day reported Mr. Musa as saying 
Middle East peace talks should 
Stan as soon as possible to deter- 
mine whether a change of govern- 
ment in Israel means a change of 
attitude to the peace process.

, “The decision to delay bilateral 
negotiations with Israel is up to 
the four (Arab) negotiating 
sides," the television quoted Mr. 
Musa as saying. But he made 
clear Egypt was against delay. 

“The Israeli teams should be 
given the opportunity to {move to 
us and to the world that there is 
something new, a new attitude," 
he added. 

AJgerian-Egyptian relations 
appear to have been consolidated 
by common concern over the rise 
of Islamic fondamnetalist move- 
ments in their countries. 


U.S. court orders Check 
on Demjanjuk’s identity 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (R) — A 
U.S. appeals court on Monday 
ordered more investigation into 
evidence that John Denjanjuk 
was not the Nazi camp guard 
known as “Ivan the terrible.” 

The appellate court appointed 
a judge to question U.S. prosecu- 
tors who persuaded the court to 
extradite Demjanjuk. 72, in 1986 
from his adopted home of Ohio 
to Israel, where he was sentenced 
to death as a Nazi war criminal. 

The court ordered the investi- 
•gator to question three attorneys 
who worked for the U.S. Justice 
Department's Nazi-hunting '^ce 
of special investigations and a 
fourth prosecutor with the U.S.. 
attorney's office. 

The inquiry will centre on evi- 
dence the prosecutors failed to 
share evidence suggesting that 
“Ivan" at the Treblinka camp was 
’another Ukrainian named Ivan 
Marchenko. His whereabouts are 
unknown. 

The three-judge court decided 
to reconsider its extradition order 
because of what it suspected was 
misconduct by prosecutors. 

Judges on Israel's supreme 
court voiced concern at the Mar- 
chenko evidence at a hearing in 
June. The Israeli court is due to 
rule soon, perhaps next month. 


on Demjanjuk’s appeal against 
his conviction and death sent- 
ence. 

The U.S. appeals court said 
prosecutors had “statements and 
documents indicating that Dem- 
janjuk was not ‘Ivan the terri- 
ble’,” The evidence suggested 
that another Ukrainian guard at 
Treblinka, Ivan Marchenko, was 
the operator to the gas chambers 
whom the prisoners referred to 
by this sobriquet.” 

At a hearing last week, the 
appeals court lashed out at pro- 
secutors for failing to disclose 
before Demjanjuk's extra di tion 
that they also had statements by 
two Soviet guards naming Mar- 
chenko as their colleague. One of 
the two did not recognise Dem- 
janjuk in photos and this fact also 
was not provided to tire defence. 

Justice Department attorney 
Patty Stemler said “it would have 
been prudent” to .disclose the 
statements but did not think they 
had great significance or under- 
mined the extradition. 

The judges also dismissed argu- 
ments by the justice Department 
that the court lacked power to 
conduct its inquiry. It said its 
power to review rests in its ability 
to vacate its own judgments upon 
proof of fraud. 


U.S. offers 


own troups 
to be posted 
in Golan 

TEL AVIV (R) — Former U.S. 
Secretary of State James Baker 
has proposed to Israel and Syria 
that American .troops serve cm 
the occupied Golan Heights as 
part of a future peace treaty, an 
Israeli newspaper said on Tues- 
day. 

“The U.S. is expecting Syria's 
response to its proposal to station 
American troops on certain areas 
of the Golan in the context of a 
peace arrangement, which would 
indode returning sovereignty of 
the heights to its hands,” the 
independent Haaretz reported. 

It said Mr. Baker made the 
proposal to new Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin and Syrian Presi- 
dent Hafez A! Assad during Mr. 
Baker's July Middle East visit. 

But the paper said Israel, pend- 
ing reaction from Damascus, has' 
decided not to bring up the prop- 
osal during the next round of 
Middle East peace talks, set to 
resume in Washington on Aug. 
24. 

Mr. Rabin's spokesman Gad 
Ben-Ari refused to confirm or 
deny the report. 

“The place for discussing all 
topics related to the peace nego- 
tiations is in the talks them- 
selves," he told Reuters. 

Israel Radio said in the upcom- 
ing talks Israel will offer Syria an 
‘interim agreement which will 
include territorial rompromise" 
in exchange for Syria upgrading 
ties with Israel. 

Mr. Ben-Ari denied the radio 
statement. 

Israel occupied the strategic 
plateau in the 1967 Middle East 
war. During the election cam-# 
paign Mr. Rabin told Golan Jew- 
ish settlers “border adjustments 
of a few kilometres" could be 
offered to Syria in exchange for a 
peace treaty. 

Syria has formally been at war 
with Israel since the Jewish state's 
founding in 1948, but signed a 
separation-of-forces agreement 
between the two countries after 
the 1973 Middle East war, and 
has joined Israeli negotiators in 
five rounds of U.S.-brokered 
peace talks launched in Madrid 
last October. 

Mr, Baker, who shepherded 
the talks in 10 trips to Israel since 
the Guffwar as secretary of state, 1 
resigned last week to run Presi- 
dent George Bush’s mired re-, 
election campaign. 

The paper said Mr. Baker first 
made tire troop offer early in the 
talks to hardline ex-Prime Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Shamir, whose Likud 
Party was crushed by Mr. Rabin’s 
Labour in a June election. 

Golan settler leaders, reacting 
to the reports, strongly rejected 
territorial compromise as part of 
an eventual settlement. 

“We will aggressively oppose 
any settlement entailing a territo- 
rial concession on the Golan,” 
three leaders wrote in a telegram 
sent to Mr. Rabin. 


Arafat: Rabin is ‘new monster 9 


KHARTOUM (AP) — Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin is 
a sweet-tongued monster who, 
like his predecessor, is brutalising 
Palestinians in the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza! Yasser Arafat 
was quoted Tuesday as saying. 

The leader of the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO), 
who arrived in Khartoum Mon- 
day night, told Sudan's official 
news agency Sana that Palesti-. 
mans in the occupied territories 
will continue thei- - ; - 
against Israeli occupation. 

The violent protests, which be- 
gan in December 1987 under Mr. 
Rabin's predecessor -Yitzhak Sha- 
mir, and countermeasures by the 
Israeli army have left 947 Palesti- 
nians and 98 Israelis dead. 
Another 616 Palestinians have 
been lolled by unknown assistants 


for alleged collaboration with 
Israeli authorities or for “moral 
crimes”. 

Suna quoted Mr. Arafat as 
saying he came to Sudan for 
consultations with its leaders “at 
this crucial time when we face 
Israel's new monster, who speaks 
a sugary language and carries on 
with brutal policies against 
Palestinian citizens.” 

He named neither Mr. Rabin 
nor his predecessor but his mean- 
■•Jear. 

. . . taking office last month, 
Mr. Rabin has pledged to expe- 
dite peace talks with the Arabs 
and to curtail construction of 
Jewish settlements in the occu- 
pied territories. His promises 
paid off last week President 
George Bush’s approval of $10 
billion in loan guarantees to build 


houses for Jewish immigrants. 

Mr. Shamir had been denied 
the guarantees for refusing to halt 
settlement construction in the 
occupied territories. 

In the remarks distributed by 
Suna, Mr. Arafat said Mr. Bush's 
decision to extend the guarantees 
showed “total siding by the USA 
with the Rabin government.” 

PLO officials have suggested 
that Mr. Bush's action might de- 
lay resumption of Arab- Israel 
peace talks beyond the agreed 
Aug. 24 date. 

Nabfl Shaath, an adviser to Mr. 
Arafat, said Saturday in Cairo 
that Mr. Bush’s action was “a 
step backward in the U.S. admi- 
nistration's position on the peace 
process.”

Crippled gunmen await 
U.N. troops in Somali port 


MOGADISHU (R) — The port 
of Mogadishu ranks as one of the 
most dangerous corners of a 
dangerous city. 

Attracted by its high revenue- 
earning potential in a land of 
nothing, gangs of teenage gun- 
men and crippled former solders 
hang around in the hope of easy 
[ndtings as boats arrive to dis- 
charge food to Somalia's starving 
people. 

. The port is nominally control- 
led by three groups — the port 
police of the former - regime of 
fallen dictator Mohammad Siad 
Barre, fighters linked to Moga- 
dishu warlord Mohammad Farah 
Aideed, and the Hashaamud — a 
mixed group of gunmen from a 
variety of dans. 

But a number of freelance gun- 
men and gangs lie in wait on the 
fringes — human scavengers 
waiting for a chance to pounce. 

The most notorious and feared 
of these is a group of cripples.* at 
.least 50 strong, who live together 
to one side of the port compound 
in a village of abandoned ship- 
ping containers. 

Most are fighters who lost 
limbs in the battle to depose Mr. 
Siad Bane and have now been 
'forgotten in a country that has 
since dissolved into murderous 
anarchy. 

“They are mean. They were 
wounded in the fight against Siad, 
promised the earth, but have 
found themselves limbless in the 
dirt," said Steve Tomlin, relief 
coordinator for the American 
Charity International Medical 
Corps. 

Mr. Tomlin and aid relief 
workers say this group are de-i 
sperate and have no qualms over? 
shooting to kill for the mos t 
meagre scraps of food or good s. 
that can be traded for money. * 

“In many ways, they are sym-t 
bob of Mogadishu today.” 

The cripples and the other for- 
gotten helpless of this bombed- 
out, ruined capital where only the 
gun now rules see aid organisa- 
tions bringing in food for dying 
babies, but not for them. “They 
are a very bitter group and very, 
very d an gerous.” 

Sitting in bis wheelchair in the 


shade of a rusty, battered con- 
tainer, near die blocked-off entr- 
ance to the quayside, Mahed 
Adan, a 20-year-old member of 
the gang, told Reuters he lost bis 
leg in the battle to oust Mr. Siad 
Barre. 

“It was two years ago,” be 
said, an AK-47 lying menacingly 
across his lap. “Now, I have 
nothing,” he added. 

The three main security 
groups', totalling: about 900 men, 
rotate patrolling of differe nt sec- 
tions of the port. 

“The Hashaamud are the 
worst, but every day it is bad,” 
said one aid worker trying to 
organise die unloading of food. 

Aid organisations have to pay 
the guards to protect the cargo as 
it comes off the boats and on to 
trucks that are supposed to take it 
to nearby feeding centres. 

Virtually every day, someone is 
shot In a squabble over a loose 
bag or a quarrel over payment. 

One day this week, at least 10 
people died when teenage gun- 
men, in a vehicle with the roof 
sawn off and an anti-aircraft gun 
bolted on to the back, tried to 
stop another group entering. 

“It’s incredible... you just can’t 
tell what is going to happen. One 
moment it’s quiet, next all hell 
has broken loose and a few peo- 
ple are dead,” said Ian Cameron, 
a worker with the International 
Committee of the Red Cross. 

Aid organisations say every- 
thing has to be negotiated time 
and time again as agreements 
constantly break down. Food 
cannot be stored in warehouses 
or it win be looted. 

“The port is an extremely vola- 
tile and unpredictable place. Our 
priority must be to get it sorted 
out, it is the most important 
facility for getting food into 
Somalia," said Ian Madeod of 
the Unite d Nat ions Childrens 
Fund (UNICEF). 

Into this surreal maelstrom, of 
violence, the UJ4. has agreed to 
send 500 armed Pakistani troops. 

Their mission is to control the 
port and escort food convoys to 
distribution centres where scores 
of children die each (toy.

BAGHDAD (R) — Iraq said on 
Monday wheat and barley har- 
vests had been delayed by a 
shortage of farm equipment 
caused by U.N. sanctions and the 
date harvest was also late. 

But Deputy Agriculture and 
Irrigation Minister Abdul Sattar 
A1 Duleimi told Renters his 
ministry stiQ forecast Brain yields 


would ~be higher than 1991's, 
winch were me lowest in a de- 
cade. 

Harvesting is usually in March 
and may in the south and May 
and June in the north. Mr. 
Duleimi said it was still being 
completed in the north and parts 
of central Iraq. 

United Nations experts have 
said they expect the harvest to be 
worse than 1991. 

“The (grain) harvest was de- 
layed,” Mr. Duleimi, adding this 
was the result of United Nations 
sanctions, winch stopped Iraq im- 
porting modern combine harves- 
ters, while old harvesters had 
broken down and spare parts 
were not available for them. 

“We have been moving harves- 
ters between proyinces-bnt this 
meant they were* working 
hours so some were damaged 
put out of order became of the 
lack of spare parts,” be said. 

U.N. sanctions imposed- after 
Iraq invaded Kuwait in August 
1990 ban imports of everything 
except food and medical supplies. 

Asked how yields so for com- 
pared to 1991, Mr. Duleimi said: 
“Generally our prediction tins 
year is better than last year’s.” 

He said he could not give exact 
figures as officials relied on how 
much was sold to government 
silos and this had not been com- 
pleted. Iraq barred private wheat 
and barley trading in May. 

The ministry gave formers a 
two-week deadline last week to 
hand over stores of grain to gov- 
ernmnt silos or race severe 
punishments as part of Baghdad’s 
drive to fight rood shortages. 

Iraq needs almost three million 
tonnes of wheat a year for a 
rationing -system which provides 
.about half the baric needs of 
every Irqqi. 

Trade ministry officials had 
said the area growing grain had 
doubled from 1991 but Duleimi 
said it was “almost the same.” 

Official 1991 figures put the 
wheat harvest at 525,000 tonnes 
and barley at 520,000 tonnes. 

Many formers foiled to plant 
during the Gulf war and its after- 
math disrupted cultivation and 
harvesting. 

“It's a natural state of affairs in 
a country that has been fought by 
30 states and been hit by sanc- 
tions imposed by the United Na- 
tions,” Mr. Duieuni said. 

“There are also shortages of 
insecticides, fertilisers and other 
essentials for agriculture and 
things are getting worse than last 
year,” he added. 

He said dates, Iraq’s second 
largest foreign currency earner 
after oil before sanctions were 
imposed, were being gathered, 
about three weeks later than 
usual because of changing 
weather.

Iraqi officials say large num- 
bers of date palms were uprooted 
in the Gulf war. Many more were 
destroyed during a rebellion by 
Shiite M uslims in the south after 
the war.

He said their pair were married 18 months ago and 
jointly owned the High Noon Restaurant in the plush Mediterra- 
nean Christian township of Kashk, just north of Beirut and worked 
for an unnamed German television organisation. The spokesman 
said the victim left home in her car to fetch milk for her 
seven-month-old daughter when she was killed.

AMMAN — The Civil Defence 
Department (GDD) and the Pub- 
lic Security Department (PSD) 
have set op a joint committee to 
investigate the cause, of the fire 
which gutted the main warehouse 
of the rare Hygienic Co. Ltd. in 
Sahab Sunday morning. 

A CDD official told the Jordan 
Times Tuesday that the commit- 
tee will start its work as soon as it 
has access to the warehouse 
where some chemical and raw 
materials occasionally flare up.; 

Owner of the company, Mr. 
£3ia NoquI said the CDD fire 
engines axe continuing their work 
at the site of the burnt ware- 
house, putting out the remnants 
of tire simmering fire. 

“We cannot give a dear or 
even rough estimate of the losses 
or the damage to the warehouse, 
winch contained large amounts of 
raw materials and chemical subst- 
ances used in the manufacture of 
the tissue paper,” Mr. NoquI told 

the Jordan Times. 

He said that our company's 
accountants arc trying to assess the 
situation and could give estimates 
in foe earning few days. 

Mr. Nuqol said that he hoped 
the CDD men will be able to 


completely put out the remnants 
of the fire by Wednesday even- 
ing, when the assessment of dam- 
ages could begin. 

He said that the cause of the 
fire, which continued to rage with 
flames shooting up into the air 
from Sunday until mid Monday, 
is to be determined by foe joint 
co mmi tt e e. 

Mr. Nuqol and the CDD offi- 
cial confirmed that the great heat 
caused foe collapse of the ceiling 
and the ride walls over the burn- 
ing materials are malting it even 
more difficult to put out the 
remaining fire packets or to in- 
vestigate its cause. 

Nine people were overcome by 
the smoke and the Jieat as a result 
of the fire. They were treated at 
hospital and later discharged, 
CDD officials said. 

They said that this could be foe 
second hugest fire in the King- 
dom in two years. 

Due to insufficient water sup- 
plies in the Sahab Industrial City 
region, foe CDD had to get help 
from privately owned water tank- 
er tracks and to seek foe help of 
the fire engines at the muniapal- 
*ity and the PSD. 

Mr. Nuqol said firefighters 
could have more easily brought 
the fire under control if the area 
had sufficient water supplies.

“We will provide help to 
potential emigrants in obtaining 
accurate information on emigra- 
tion procedures, said Mr. Sakiris, 
a Greek national. 

“No-one will be obliged to 
come to os,” he emphasised.

JTA head 
in Russia . 
to prepare 
for trade fare 

AMMAN (J.T.) — The Jordan 
Trade Association (JTA) Tues- 
day dispatched its executive 
director Hatim Abu Rahmeh to 
Moscow to prepare for First 
Jordanian Industrial Fair in the 
Russian Capital which will be 
held next month. 

A JTA statement said that the 
seven-day-fair, opening on Sept. 
15, will display an assortment of 
samples from Jordanian products 
like paint, carpet pharmacueitic- j 
als, cosmetics, detergents and 
furniture. 

The JTA is cooperating with 
the Jordanian Trade Centre in 
Moscow and foe Russian Cham- 
ber of Commerce in organising 
foe industrial fair which foe JTA 
said is designed to orient foe 
Russian public with Jordanian 
products. 

The JTA said that national 
products are of high quality, and 
can compete with foreign pro- 
ducts in any market abroad. 

The Association has opened an 
office in Moscow to serve as a 
[ liaison between Jordanian and 
Russian merchants and business- • 
men. Over the past four years, 
Jordan has been buying iron ore, 
paper, machinery timber and che- 
micals from Russia and selling it 
phosphate, citrus fruit, agricultu- 
ral and a number of industrial 

products. 

In accordance with a 1990 trade . 
protocol Moscow and Amman 
agreed to exhange goods worth 
$42 million annually. 

Last week JTA President 
Samih Darwazeh said that Jor- 
dan’s exports this year rose signi- 
ficantly over last year. 

He said that the markets of the 
former Soviet Union and other 
European countries and South 
East Asia have been importing 
more Jordanian products. 

In its statement Tuesday, the 
JTA said that the goods to be 
displayed in Moscow in next 
month's fare are bound to find 
their way ' to Russian

approval or disapproval. “lit is the 
responsibility of the concerned 
government alone,” he said. 

“We will help prepare the 
documentation and advise appli- 
cants on the rules and regula- 
tions. It is up to the applicant and 
foe involved government to pur- 
sue foe matter,” he said. 

The IOM will levy a “nominal” 
charge of $50 per applicant for its 
services. This compares with 
several hundred dollars charged

upto $5,000 from successful 
emigration applicants. 

.• TheiilOM' also"has standing 
arrangement with most interna- 
tional carriers -for discounted 
rates and this is applicable to 
emigrants recommended by foe 
organisation, Mr. Sakiris noted. 

The Amman office, which Mr. 
Sakiris hopes will offer its ser- 
vices by October this year, will 
serve Jordan, Syria, Lebanon and 
Iraq. 

The main countries that en- 
courage qualified emigrants in- 
clude Australia, Canada and New 
Zealand in addition to the United 


States, which maintains an annua) 
quota of 3,000 migrants from 
Jordan — mostly on family reun- 
ion documents. 

Mr. Sakiris said foe Jordanian 
government, which was given an 
observer status in the Geneva- 
based IOM in May this year, had 
agreed in principle to allow the 
organisation to set up a perma- 
nent office in the Kingdom. 

The IOM first came to Amman 
at foe height of the Gulf crisis in 
1990, offering help to third coun- 
try nationals evacuating Kuwait 
and Iraq. 

The organisation, drawing on 
funds donated by wealthy coun- 
tries in foe West and Japan, has 
helped over 250,000 evacuees 
from Kuwait and Iraq to reach 
home through Jordan since foe 
outbreak of the crisis. It also 
helped several thousand others 
transiting through Saudi Arabia, 
Turkey, Iran and Syria. 

Is addition i the IOM office in 
Amiran has also helped about 
300 people given “refugee” status 
by the United Nations High Com- 
missioner for Refugees reach 
countries which granted them 
asylum. Another 300 remain in 
Jordan awaiting word from the 
countries of reception. 

“We will also continue to serve 
third country nationals coming 
out of Iraq, but the flow had been 
relatively very little since the 
beginning of this year.” Mr. 
Sakiris said.

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Starvation for power 

WITH HUNDREDS of thousands of Somalis projected to 
die from starvation and starvation-related diseases in the 
coming months, tbe conditiops in that country are burning 
into yet another famine record-breaking situation in Africa. 
Ethiopia has already been the scene of unprecedented 
famin e conditions that led to tbe death of hundreds of 
thousands of people. Tbe horrific images emanating from 
Ethiopia in past years jolted the international community 
into belated action, and many countries and some interna- 
tional organisations eventually moved in to help. Then came 
the equally horrific pictures of literally hundreds of 
thousands of Somalis dying from hunger and malnutrition- 
related illnesses. 

The scenes from Ethiopia had hardly become faint when 
this similar catastrophe hit Somalia. In both countries the 
root causes of the mass death of people from starvation and 
deprivation are s imilar if not outright identical — irres- 
ponsible leaderships accentuated by lack of socio-economic 
and political development. Such dire and irresponsible 
political conditions have naturally brought about civil strife 
and carnage and intermingled with lack of economic 
development exacerbated by prolonged drought conditions 
ended np in bringing about the disasters that shocked the 
world when it befell Ethiopia few years ago and shocked the 
same world even more when it erupted in neighbouring 
Somalia in more recent times. 

Tbe world most rise to the challenge and come to tbe 
rescue of tbe starving Somalis with all its mi gh t. There most 
be no procrastination in international efforts to provide die 
Somalis with the necessary food and medicines necessary to 
cover the size and dimensions of the problem. Berth bilateral 
and multilateral campaigns need to be synchronised with a 
view to bringing effective and speedy assistance to Somalia. 
But such efforts alone can never address the problem that 
now is afflicting the Arab African country. Other develop- 
ing countries could soon face the same fete unless they learn 
the baric lessons on how to govern themselves politically, 
socially and economically. There will otherwise be every 
justification for international and regional intervention 
along these lines in order to make sure that similar tragedies 
will not recur. If there is a valid cause for international 
humanitarian interventions in such needy countries, there is 
also an equal justification for bilateral and multilateral 
interventions to bring about a change of, above all, political 
dimate in such countries. There Is not much that can be 
done to alleviate the arid climate in Somalia, or Sudan or 
Ethiopia, except perhaps long-term economic planning 
winch takes time and resources, that may not be available 
now. But there is something that most be done right now: 
The two rival warlords, interim President All Mahdi 
Mohammad and General Mohammad Farrah Aideed, 
should be held internationally accountable fin' the «toing 
conditions of their people. Very few political steps could 
contribute more towards ending the misery of the Somalis, if 
not materially then in symbolic terms and value. The lesson 
at least will not be lost on fistnre political leaderships who 
are ready to forget about their people in order to gain and 
maintain power. 

ARABIC PRESS COMMENTARIES 

PRESIDENT BUSH is undertaking a cowardly act by launching 
new aggression on Iraq in order to ensure his reelection as 
president, said Al Ra’i Arabic daily. Launching a barbaric 
aggression on the Arab people can by no means be classified as a 
heroic action and is bound to fail, as will the president's quest to 
rit in the White House for another four years, the paper said. 
There is no heroism in sending in planes to raid Iraqi economic 
installations and kill innocent people who are exposed to 
starvation, said the daily. Such an action is tantamount to another 
one committed by America against the Vietnamese people, who 
defeated the U.S., and can only go down in history as an act of 
barbarism committed by the strongest nation on earth against a 
Third World nation, the paper continued. It seems, said the 
paper, that President Bush is seeking vengeance against his 
opponent Bill Clinton through the massacring of the Iraqi people 
and through further atrocities. Tbe president, who is now face to 
face with defeat in the elections, looks pathetic as he is driving to 
commit further crimes at a time when the presidency seems oat of 
his reach, the paper added. Mr. Bush, said tbe paper, is seeking 
glory over tbe bodies of old men and women, the sick and the 
children of Iraq which is still under an embargo and unjustly 
treated by the world community. It said that any heroism can only 
be attained through high morals and good acts for tbe benefit of 
mankind and not through brutalising other nations. 

A COLUMNIST in Al Ra’i Tuesday commented on an imminent 
meeting by the Arab countries involved in the Arab-Israeli peace 
negotiations to be held in Damascus. The meeting, which is 
scheduled for Wednesday, is bound to be critical as all these Arab 
countries have voiced concern over Washington's recent decision 
to grant Israel a $10 billion loan guarantee, said Mahmoud 
Rhnawi. The writer said that the Damascus meeting should be 
attended by officials at the highest level in view of the seriousness 
of the situation, especially as the sponsor of foe negotiations has 
now gone back on its stand which considered tbe settlements, to 
be fretted by the loan guarantees, as an obstacle to peace. Hie 
United States has called the Arabs for the peace conference on 
the basis of U.N. resolutions which call for the exchange of land 
for peace, but it seems now to have turned away from its declared 
position, giving support for Israel’s settlement programme 
through the loan guarantees, said the writer. The meeting in 
Damascus has to discuss this important issue together with the 
ongoing Israeli campaign against Damascus and Israel's derision 
to impose self-rule on the Palestinians, depriving them of the right 
to a state of their own, said the writer. He said that the Damascus 
meeting should voice the Arab parties' dear stand and Arab 
protests against these developments through deeds rather than 
words, like suspending the peace negotiations and opening 
channels of dialogue aimed at restoring solidarity among the Arab 
states. 


Yemen and Saudi Arabia — a start to reconciliation

GENEVA — Relations between 
Yemen and Saudi Arabia have 
rarely run smoothly since King 
Abdul Aziz Swept Najran, Aar 
and Jizzan into his newly consoli- 
dated kingdom in the early 1930s. 
The Yemenis have, ever since, 
considered these as three ‘'lost 
provinces." When Yemen was 
divided, the Saudis looked ask- 
ance at both parts. The North, 
however, conservative its mores, 
had seen the victory of the repub- 
licans in the 1960s' civil war, and 
its unstable and often violent 
anti-monarchism remained a con- 
stant thorn in the Saudi king- 
dom's Hank. The South was not 
only a republic, but worse — 
from the Saudi point of view — 
the only avowedly Marxist Arab 
state. 

Now, a first step towards re- 
conciliation may have been taken 
in Geneva on July 20. The Yeme- 
ni foreign minister, Abdul Aziz 
Al Dali, and the Saudi minister of 
education, Abdul Aziz Al Khu- 
waytir, considered a specialist in 
Yemeni affairs, met only once, 
but the ice seems to have been 
cracked. There were no formal 
statements, no communiques, but 
a second meeting is planned for 
early autumn. Even the Yemenis, 
who are in rather more of a harry 
than their neighbours, concede 
that it will be a long-drawn-out 
process. 

Three new factors have com- 
pounded difficulties. First, the 
unification of the two Yemens in 
May 1990 into the Republic of 
Yemen, with approx i mately 12 
million inhabitants. The pro- 
visional constitution calls for elec- 


tions by November 1992. 

The Yemeni government 
where southerns and northerners 
have so fax managed to cooperate 
surprisingly well, is really playing 
the game; political parties have 
grown up like mush-rooms and 
freedom of the press is enthusias- 
tically pursued by more than 120 
publications. Saadi Arabia, 
which looked askance even at the 
mild democracy practiced in 
Kuwait before the Iraqi invasion, 
is appalled by this bad example.

Tire second reason for worsen- 
ing relations has been the dis- 
covery, over tbe last few years, 
of sizeable ofl reserves. Unifica- 
tion has made access to the bor- 


der areas around Harib andSbab- 
wa easier; it Is possible that a 
good part of the newly discovered 
— or at least newly exploitable — 
oil in that sector is all part of the 
same large structure near Marib. 

Other oil discoveries are being 
made with surprising frequency 
many very dose to the unmarked 
border between former South 
Yemen and Saudi Arabia. Yeme- 
ni officials are confidently pre- 
dicting oil exports of about 
700,000 bpd by 1995. 

Saudi Arabia has not greeted 
tbe prospect of its neighbour's 
future (and very relative, con- 
sidering the size and population) 
prosperity with unmitigated joy. 
Prickly diplomatic notes have 
been passed about oil operations 
in border areas and several ofl 
companies have been told, in no 
uncertain, terms, to cease their 
operations there, or face retaliation 
in their dealings with the Saudis. 

Considering tbe relative poten- 
tial of reserves and commercial 
possibilities between the two 
countries, one can understand 
British Petroleum's derision to 
pack up its Yemeni operations for 
tbe time being. TheFrench Elf 
(which was involved in the South 
even before unification) and 
Canadian Occidental are among 
those that have not let themselves 
be intimidated even though Elf 
has been under discreet pressure 
from its own government.

Attack on Iraq: 
Political risk for Bush

HOUSTON — President George 
Bush would be taking a giant 
political gamble if he ordered an 
attack on Iraq during the Repub- 
lican convention, but there is 
precedent for such a bold foreign 
policy move. 

In 1968, President Lyndon 
Johnson tried to help Democratic 
nominee Hubert Humphrey over- 
come the burden of an unpopular 
war by halting the bombing: of 
North Vietnam on the eve of that 
year's presidential election 
. The gambit was unsuccessful, 
and Richard Nixon went on to 
narrowly win die election. But 
four years later, Mr. Nixon used a 
similar manoeuvre m his race 
with Democrat George 
McGovern, launching peace talks 
with Hanoi on the eve of the 
balloting. 

Mr. Nixon, an overwhelming 
favourite over McGovern even 
before the dramatic initiative, 
was reelected- by a landslide. 

Mr. Bush, a man who prides 
himself on his prudence, is said to 
have approved a plan that could 
provoke a confrontation with 
Baghdad as early as the first day 
of tbe convention that will nomin- 
ate him for a second term. 

A front-page report in die New 
York Times on Sunday said the con- 
frontation would be over the 
U.N.'s rights to inspect Iraq’s 


most dosely guarded ministry 
buildings. 

The newspaper quoted some 
unidentified officials as saying 
that the timing seemed calculated 
to give Mr. Bush a boost at the 
four-day convention, which he 
hopes to use to jump-start his 
faltering reelection campaign. 

Although a U.S-led showdown 
with Saddam Hussein has been 
building for some time and would 
help Bush address ' a Gulf war 
liability — Saddam Hussein's sur- 
vival in power — the political 
risks would be enormous. 

While the country traditionally 
rallies around tbe president in 
times in crisis, Mr. Bush would 
expose himself to Democratic 
charges that he was sacrificing 
American lives to advance his 
own interest if there were U.S. 
casualties. 

Mr! Bush, who is running far 
behind Democratic challenger 
Bill Qmton in the public opinion 
polls, would surely be reminded 
of his vow in a December 1991 
interview with David Frost to do 
“whatever it takes" to prevail in 
tbe November 3 election. 

“My personal opinion is to take 
political action against Saddam is 
not a plus for tbe president. I 
think it’s a negative for the presi- 
dent because of the fact be could 
be accused, as he already has 
been now, of getting politics in 
this," Senator Bob Smith said in a 
CNN interview. 


But Mr. Smith, a New Hamp- 
shire Republican, said Saddam 
Hussein’s defiance of Gulf war 
ceasefire terms had- to be dealt 
with, “regardless of tbe political 
rhetoric and political charges and 
counter-charges.” 

“I think George Bush is going 
to do that. I think the American 
people will support him for being 
president and reacting to what he 
has to react to,” he said. J. 

Senator PhD Gramm, a con; 
seryatiye Texas (Republican whd 
' is after the party's 1996 presiden- 
tial nomination, said Iraq held 
the key to tbe possible escalation 
of the current war of nerves. 

“Whether we have an incident, 
whether it occurs on Monday, or 
Thursday, or next year, is going 
to be determined not so much by 
the president, but by Iraq/’ Mr. 
Gramm said. “But the idea that 
the president is going to use his 
powers as commander in chief for 
political reasons is at variance 
with everything that George Bush 
has ever done.” 

Whatever the outcome, the 
convention-eve uproar over the 
possibility of a resumption of the 
air war on Iraq showcases one of 
Bush's most valuable assets in his 
battle with Clinton — the power 
of incumbency. 

Only a president can instantly 
command such attention — and 
only a president can explode a 
political bombshell at any time 
and change the course of public 
debate overnight. 


If bombing were renewed in 
Baghdad, where might it end?

HOUSTON — Few military ex- 
perts doubt that U.S. warplanes 
could easily smash any Iraqi 
buildings that Saddam Hussein 
declared off limits to U.N. 
weapons inspectors. But the ex- 
perts also wonder: Where would 
the bombing end? 

Once tbe bombs started falling, 
would Saddam Hussein be any 
quicker to cry unde than .during 
tire Gulf war, when he endured 
43 days of unrelenting U.S. and 
allied attacks? 

Tbe official aim of renewed air 
attacks on Baghdad would be to 
persuade Saddam Hussein to 
stand aside and let foe U.N. 
inspectors destroy banned Iraqi 
weapons of mass destruction and 
its ballistic missile factories. 

Another goal might be to stir 
op insurgency forces to topple the 
Iraqi leader. ' 

But what if, after a string of 
confrontations and bombings, 
Saddam Hussein still refused to 
budge? Might it even strengthen 
him at-home to be seen standing 
up to aggressors? 

Harry Summers Jr., a retired 
army colonel and a military spe- 
cialist at the Army War College, 
has said in mi interview that his 
first worry would be that Saddam 
Hussein might take U.N. officials 
hostage to raise the political 
stakes. 


“If the strike was made, what 
they would give Saddam Hussein 
on a plate is a whole group of 
hostages," Mr. Sommers said in 
reference to the dozens of U.N. ‘ 
workers in Iraq. « 

Beyond the risk of hostage- 
taking comes this question: Can 
any amount of bombing stop Sad- 
dam Hussein? 

“There's no clear end to the. 
problem jnst because you conduct 
a raid on him,” said Henry C. 
Mustin, a retired vice admiral and 
former deputy chief of naval op- 
erations. “What do you do for a 
foUow-on?”

Administration sources said 
Sunday that the United States 
and its allies wiO take a series of 
escalating actions, including 
military moves against Iraq, if 
Saddam Hussein refuses to gpant 
U.N. inspectors access to specific 
government buddings. 

Defence Secretary Dick 
Cheney said the United States is 
prepared to force Iraq to comply 
with the U.N. resolutions, and 
has been for two years. 

“The situation m Iraq is basi- 


cally what it's been for two 
years,” Mr. Cheney said. “Our 
objective is to achieve Iraqi com- 
pliance with U.N. Security Coun- 
cil resolutions- That's been our 
objective since August 1992 and 
that hasn't changed.” 

Mr. Cheney discouraged the 
idea that any military action 
against Iraq was imminent. 

Administration officials aren't 
saying publidy what the bombing 
targets might be, but military 
experts say the publicity might 
force a revision of the plan. 

“In all probability, the fact that 
the specific targets were made 
public means foe military will 
recommend against striking those 
particular targets,” Mr. Mustin 
Said. The stressed that be had no 
direct knowledge of any conting- 
ency plans. 

Jack Merritt, a retired army 
general fend former senior NATO 
official, said U.S., Air Forces 
could easily strike mdriridual 
buildings in Baghdad with little 
risk of bang shot down. 

Bat Mr. -Merritt said he would 
be worried that destroying minis- 
try buildings might be a dead- 
end, or even be counterpro&ic- 
tive to the U.N. inspectors’ actual 
purpose.

FAIR: Racism against 
Arabs still widely acceptable 
in mainstream media 


Some 20 people representing the 
American-Arab Anti-Discrimina- 
tion Committee (ADC) rallied 
last week in front of tbe CBS 
News Washington bureau to de- 
mand an apology from anchor 
Dan Rather, CBS member Henry 
Kissinger and CBS News Middle 
East consultant Fouad Ajami. 

The protest. 1 joined .by some 40. 
people parrying banners ; and 
chanting slogans, was against “ra- 
cist comments” made during a 
pannel discussion on June 3 in 
New York held in conjunction with 
the Jerusalem Foundation at a 
S250-a-plate dinner tha t raised 
fends for Israeli immigrants. 

The charges of bias surfaced 
after Fairness and Accuracy in 
Reporting (FAIR), a media 
watchdog group, obtained a 
transcript of tbe evening's discus- 
sions during which Dr. Kissinger 
reportedly said: “You can’t really 
believe anything an Arab says...” 

Lebanese-born Ajami, profes- 
sor of Midfoe East studies at 
Johns Hopkins University, was 
foe harshest on Arabs, repeatedly, 
saying that Arabs were incapable 
of practising democracy: “I’ve 
never really wanted elections in 
any Arab or Muslim country.” 
Among his comments disparaging 
Arab people was also recount of a 
reluctantly made trip to a be- 
douin encampment where “I in- 
sisted on only one tiring — that I 
be spared the ceremony of eating 
with a bedouin.” 

FAIR complained that Dan 
Rather, tire moderator of the 
discussion failed to challenge the 
statements of the pannelists. 
Furthermore, he opened foe 
evening by saying: “Many of ns 
celebrate 25 years after the city 
(Jerusalem) was united tinder foe 
Israeli rule.” 

Speaking of bow “we celebrate 
Jerusalem here tonight, we pray 
for Jerusalem’s survival,” the 
CBS anchor warned that Saddam 
Hussein and others still dream of 
leafing “a victorious Arab army 
into Jerusalem.” He also warned 
about an Arab “population ex- 
plosion” threatening Jerusalem. 

Despite, according to FAIR, 
his unveiled symphalhies and 
biases, Mr. Rather went on to 
suggest that U.S. mass media are 
biased against Israel. 

FAIR and ADC activists say 
Mr. Rather’s support for foe 
fund-raiser was improper. They 
note that the Jerusalem Founda- 
tion, winch was founded by foe 
city’s mayor Teddy KoDek. raises 
money to settle inumgrants in 
East Jerusalem. Both the U.S. 
government and the United Na- 
tions oppose such. - settlements. 

The remarks made at foe fund- 
raiser have been labeled as racist 
and contemptuous towards Arabs 
by ADC President Albert Mokhi- 
ber who requested a “public apol- 
ogy from Mssis. Rather, Kissin- 
ger and AjamL” 

Mr. Mokhiber also said, in a 
letter to CBS News President 
Eric Ober, that “these racist re- 
marks should not be condoned, 
especially by persons with such 
high visibility and in positions of 
prominence with CBS.” 

“Certainly ff the 'word -'Arab’ 
or ‘bedouin' were, replaced with 


'Jew, 1 ‘black’ or ‘Hispanic,’ such 
statements would have been con- 
demned, and rightfully so,” the 
letter said 

Steve Kendall, a senior analyst 
at FAIR, said: “In dealing with 
another ethnic group, say Jews or 
blacks, Kissinger would have 
taken much more care and 
Rather would have been much 
more quick to rise to the chal-^ 

tenge.” 

The controversy-creating event 
raises, in FAIR’S views, questions 
of journalistic ethics: 

— Is it a pprop ri ate for a net- 
work TV anchor to participate in 
a partisan fund-raiser on a matter 
of great controversy and conflict? 

Helping to raise funds for the 
absorption of new immigrants 
into Jerusalem is not solely a 
humanitarian endeavour. It is 
surrounded by controversy — the 
kind that network TV news out- 
lets are not supposed to take sides 
on. Tbe current status of Jeru- 
salem is a subject of major con- 


flict; the U.N. Security Council 
has repeatedly declared Israel's 
annexation of East Jerusalem 
illegal. The U.S. does not recog- 
nise foe annexation. Would a 
CBS News anchor have taken 
part in a fund-raiser for aid pro- 
jects linked to, for example, foe 
'..Saadinista government of Nicar- 
' agua? asks . FAIR. 

c — What is .the responsibility of 
' a network anchor when an ethnic 
slur is made during a public panel 
disenssion be or she is leading? 

Sam Husseini, FAIR associate 
who researched into the parti- 
cipation of CBS personnel in the 
Jerusalem Foundation benefit, 
made an observation which ex- 
plains, perhaps, tbe attitude of 
some media people: “The Kissin- 
ger remark, and foe failure of 
Dan Rather and other leading 
media figures to object, illus- 
trates that racism against Arabs is 
still widely acceptable in main- 
stream discourse and mainstream 
media.”

the same tribe and dan as that of 
the deceased deputy. Tuesday's 
winner got over 2,000 votes more 
than the late deputy had won the 
1989 elections. 

— Votes against the Brother- 
hood’s candidate were split be- 
tween the two other candidates 
Since they both belonged to diffe- 
rent tribes. 

— Votes of the 3,000-strong 
Christians appeared to have gone 
mainly to Mr. Abu Ghanem. a 
pro-establishment candidate. In 
the 1989 elections, Mr. Abu 
Ghanem was seen to have se- 


cured 1,600 Christian votes and 
Mr. Shakhanbeh 600. This time 
almost all votes seemed to have 
been cast in favour of Mr. Abu 
Ghanem, although it did not help 
him win the seat. 

— The votes of the 3,000-plus 
residents of a Palestinian refugee 
camp were seen to have gone to 
the Brotherhood. 

— Mr. Shakhanbeh appeared 
to have received most of bis votes 
from his Bani Hamida tribe and 
Utile from others. This was seen 
as a reflection of the fact that 
there is already a Bani Hamida 
member in the Lower House and 
rival tribes and clans would not 
like another Bani Hamida to join 
the House. 

The Brotherhood’s victory in 
Madaba. glorified with Koranic 
verses beamed through mosque 
loudspeakers in the town, paled 
somewhat when seen against its 
loss in the Fourth District, where 
the Islamists had appeared 
assured of the seat. 

Many obserers believed that 
since there were six independent 
candidates in the district, none of 
them would be able to secure 
enough votes to beat by the well- 
organised tight-knit fundamental- 
ist group. 

But the observers apparently 
miscalculated, as the results 
showed. Only 2,443 of the 12,884 


votes cast went to four other 
candidates combined while the 
rest were divided among the fust 
three. 

Observers also expressed sur- 
prise that the Brotherhood candi- 
date did not receive the 4,000- 
pins votes that Hamzeh Mansour 
received during the 1989 elec- 
tions. 

Many bad predicted that tribal 
tintebad priority over party affi- 
liation. “This is what defeated 
Mr. Tahrawi," said one observer. 

Although Mr. HadkTs victory 
was seen as an indication of a 
growing tide towards more pro-

Ateret Cohan hn, the main set- 
tler group m the Old City, has 
moved 46 families into 35 sites in 
Arab East Jerusalem in recent 
years, with backing from the pre- 
vious government of Yitzhak 
Shamir . 

Ateret Cohanim's aqtivifies 
have angered Palestinians and 
even some liberal Israelis who 
complain the settlers ar^ upset- 
ting the traditional separation of 
the Old City’s Muslim, Christian 
and Jewish quarters. 

The settlers argue that Jews 
should have the right to live 
anywhere in Jerusalem, while 
Arabs say they are discriminated 
against since court rulings pre- 
vent their living in the Jewish 
quarter. 

The loans to Ateret Cohanim 
were approved in 1989 on condi- 
tion that within two years it sub- 
mit 100 names of needy people to 
receive the mortgages, legislator 
Chaim Oron of the liberal Meretz 
Bloc said. 

But the deadline passed with 
no. names submitted, he told 
Israel Radio. 

Mr. Oron called the loans a 
trick in which Ateret Cohanim 
“assumed that the previous gov- 
ernment would return in power 
for eternity and that they would 
never have to pay back the 
money.” 

Ateret Cohanim spokesman 
Matti Dan said settlers have re- 
paid about one million shekels 


($416,000) to die finance ministry 
and were giving back the rest at a 
rate of 30.000 shekels ($12,500) a 
month. 

Mr. Dan said the Shamir gov- 
ernment “encouraged ns to buy 
property in the Old City” and 
therefore made a allowances in 
granting the loans. 

He said the group needed large 
sums of money to buy Arab 
property quickly when it became 
available since Palestinians were' 
under pressure from their own 4 
people not to sell to settlers; 

• "If an Arab offers to sell you 
his house ... you can’t tell him. 
‘listen, wait for a budget item to 
be approved next year,"* Mr. 
Dan said. 

Whereas the Shamir govern- 
ment backed the settlers, the new 
government has warned it will 
scrutinise any takeover of Arab 
homes for illegality. .Early this 
week, the government sued to 
remove settlers from two homes 
in the Muslim quarter.

The head of the U.N. team 
meanwhile - said Iraq had pro- 
vided new information which may 
answer questions which U.N. ex- 
perts stiU have on alt four of its 
weapons programmes — ballistic, 
chemical, nuclear and biological. 

"The focus was on ballistic 
missiles bat we also got some 
clarification of other programmes

Mr. Smidovicb said Iraqi au- 
thorities gave his 22-member 
team important new data on 
several (Afferent programmes re- 
lated to the development of their 
own long-range Scud missile — 
an area which U.N. experts have 
been trying to darify for months. 

"The Iraqis provided us with 
information on their ballistic mis- 
sile programme that has to be 



said. 

Mr. Smidovich — who led the 
first inspection team after a con- 
frontation with an earlier mission 
was defused — said he had not 
received any new information 
which might confirm the number 
of Scud missiles which Iraq said it 
fired during the Iran-Iraq war. 

Until this issue is settled, the 
U.N. special commission charged 
with scrapping Iraq's weapons of 
mass destruction cannot be sure 
whether Baghdad has any of the 


819 Scuds it purchased from the 
Soviet Union left. 

Mr. Smidovich affirmed he 
takes no orders from Washington 
and said he ignored American 
newspaper reports that he would 
provoke a confrontation with 
Baghdad. 

Mr. Smidovich also said the 
Iraqis did not tell the inspectors 
that government ministries were 
off-limits. 

But Mr. Smidovich also con- 
fumed that the eight sites visited 
by his 22-member team did not 
include any ministries. 

President George Bush has 
said the United States will not act 
alone to force Iraq to comply with 
U.N. resolutions but expressed 
confidence the Gulf war coalition 
would remain together if "tough 
action” were needed. 

In separate remarks. Defence 
Secretary Dick Cheney said milit- 
ary action was not imminent 
against Baghdad. 

Mr. Bush, speaking on NBC 
television, said the United States 
had been in dose contact with its 
allies. 

; “I am satisfied, that ,if tough 
.action ha$ r to be taken,' we would 
be able’' to bold* together the 
primary elements ’ of that coali- 
tion,” be said on Monday. 

Interviewed on the Public 
Broadcasting System, Mr. 
Cheney said: "I don’t see any- 
thing at ibis point, tonight, that 
leads me to think military action 
is imminent. 

A United Nations envoy mean- 
while met with Iraq’s foreign 
minister in Baghdad to try to 
resolve a dispute over allowing 
U.N. humanitarian work to con- 
tinue in the country.

meant to benefit the two other 
candidates, Fawaz Abu Ghanem 
and Abdul Hafith Shakanbeh. 

Earlier, at Um Waraqa School, 
one of the polling stations allo- 
cated for female voters, police 
rounded up around 15 young men 
and women for alleged trouble- 
making and vote-rigging, one 
police officer told reporters. 

The officer, who cannot be 
identified under existing regula- 
tions. said that "they (the 
women) were trying to vote twice 
and the men were trying to help 
them in.” But the Muslim 
Brotherhood's women supporters 
denied the charge and said that 
policemen harassed and verbally 
abused them and delayed their 
entnr into the polling centre. 

‘‘They are obviously siding 
with the other candidates and 
they were the ones to provoke 
trouble.’’ -said a veiled .woman- 
referring to the police forces. . 

“T**ey even arrested innocents 
by-standere who did nothing,” 
she charged. 

Some of the supporters of Mr. 
Abu Ghanem countered that they 
witnessed some women attemp- 
ting to vote more than once with 
false identification cards. 

Some observers said the 
charges against police and offi- 
cials by Brotherhood supporters 
appeared to be motivated by 
fears that their candidate was 
losing ground- 


Jordan, Palestinians hold talks

to Israel without an Israeli com- 
mitment to halt all settlement 
activities in the occupied territor- 
ies, have said that they might 
seek a delay in the talks. They are 
expected to raise the issue in 
Wednesday's Damascus meeting. 

“The Damascus meeting will 
review the pan-Arab situation, 
particularly the positions of the 
Arab states bordering Israel, rs 
well as Egypt, in view of the new 
developments following Rabin's 
visit to the U.S,,” Dr. Abu Jaber 
said. 

Asked whether American clar- 
ifications on the issue of loan 
guarantees were adequate. Dr. 
Abu Jaber said: "One of the 
objectives of the Damascus meet- 
ing, which has been called for by 
Syrian Foreign Minister Farouk 
Al Sharaa, is to review this posi- 
tion in light of the new develop- 
ments over - the last couple of 
weeks.” 

“If any of the Arab parties 
involved, be it the Palestinians, 
the Syrians or the Jordanians, 
says that there is a need for 
further discussions then the situa- 
tion would be reviewed.” 

Mr. Abed Rabbo told repor- 
ters earlier in the day that the 
Palestinian side had not received 
any formal clarifications from 
Washington on the outcome of 
last week's meeting between Mr. 
Rabin and President Bush. 
"There are many important ques- 
tions to be answered, the most 
important of which is over a total 
halt to Israel's settlement activi- 
ties in the occupied territories, 
particularly Jerusalem, ... on 
which the peace process is 
based.” 

"We are seeking a unified 
Arab stand to demand U.S. clar- 
ifications on the deal and guaran- 
tees of a complete freezing of all 
settlements on all occupied terri- 
tories, including Jerusalem, be- 
fore the start of the Aug. 24 
talks,” Mr. Abed Rabbo was 
quoted as sayng by Reuters. 

"Otherwise. Palestinians at 
least, would be obliged to “post- 
pone their participation until they 
get these guarantees.” he said. 

He termed clarifications, given 
to the Palestinians by U.S. gener- 
al consul in Jerusalem last week, 
as "unofficial and very ambi- 
guous." 

Dr. Erekat, who returned to 
Amman from Tunis on Monday 
after presenting the PLO with 
U.S. details - on the loan issue, 
said Palestinians reserved the 
right to know full details of the 
guarantees. 

"They (thc-U-S.) spoke to us in 
general terms with no specifics 
and we believe this affects our life 
and as Palestinians, we are enti- 
tled to have the whole details of 
the Bush-Rabin agreement.” he 
told Reuters. 

Mr. Rabin stopped plans to 
build what he calls "political set- 
tlements" after winning general 
elections in June. The crubs did 
not cover occupied Jerusalem and 


border settlements. 

Asked whether Arabs would 
press for a delay in the Washing- 
ton talks if they did not receive 
guarantees, Mr. Hussein; said: 
“We are not going to talk now 
about something that is going to 
be discussed tomorrow." He did 
not elaborate. 


Meanwhile, four Damascus- 
based PLO factions called on die 
Palestinians to boycott the next 
round of peace talks with Israel. 

In a joint statement telefaxed 
to the Associated Press, the four 
factions said the boycott would 
follow "the recent positions and 
policies declared by Rabin and 
the America- Israel agreement to 
extend loan guarantees.''

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Jackson, Kiptanui to seek world 
records at Zurich Grand Prix 


ZURICH (R) — British high 
hurdler Colin Jackson and 
Kenya's 3,000 metres steeplech- 
ase world champion Moses Kipta- 
nui attempt world records at 
Wednesday's Zurich Grand Prix, 
the richest and most prestigious 
meeting on the international 
athletics circuit, 

Jackson's form disintegrated 
over the four rounds at the Barce- 
lona Olympics and he had a 
nightmare final, hitting four bar- 
riers before eventually finishing 
seventh out of eight. 

Since Barcelona, Jackson has 
improved bis own European re- 
cord to 13.04 seconds and twice 
beaten Olympic champion and 
training partner Mark McKoy of 
Canada. 

Although conceding that no- 
thing will atone for the Barcelona 
disaster apart from the Olympic 
gold in Atlanta in four years time, 
Jackson still has two ambitions 
left for 1992. 

Firstly, he wants to finish the 
season as the world number one 
and secondly, he wants to break 
the world record of 12.92 set here 
three years ago by twice Olympic .« 
champion Roger Kingdom. 

Kingdom and three-times 
world champion Greg Foster mis- 
sed out on the United States team 
for Barcelona but both will be 
here Wednesday night along with 
fellow-American Tony Dees, the 
Olympic silver-medalist, and for- 
mer world record holder Renaldo 
Nehemiah. 

McKoy is among the entries 
but he is currently in Germany 
with his pregnant wife and may - 
not be able to compete. 

Kiptanni, who failed to make 
the Kenyan Olympic team, has a 
point to prove in the steeplech- 
ase, traditionally the Kenyan's 


strongest event. 

He broke said Aquita's world 
3,000 metres fiat record in Col- 
ogne Sunday and has now set his 
sights on compatriot Peter 
ICqecb's world steeplechase mark 
of eight minutes 05.35 seconds. 

“I want to ran a steeplechase 
record in Zurich,” Kiptanui said 
after bis world record run in 
Cologne. "Running on the flat is 
not tongh. In three days I have it 
in me to beat Koech’s world 
Tecord.” 

Promoter Res Braegger has 
given Kiptanui every opportunity 
to break the record, assembling a 
field which includes Koech, 
Olympic champion Mattew Birir 
and 198$ Olympic champion 
Julius -Kariuki. 

One anticipated dash which 
will not now take place is a race 
between Olympic 100 metres 
champion Linford Christie and 
the world diampion and world 
record bolder Carl Lewis. 

"Christie had been one of the 
firm entries before Barcelona,” 
Broegger said this week. “In fact 
months ago he had been one of 
the first to be invited, but after 
Barcelona I heard that he did not 
want to ran the 100.” 

Britain's Christie has not been 
able to train since Barcelona and 
he dearly is not anxious to give 
Lewis any opportunity to show he 
should have been die Olympic 
champion. Because of illness 
Lewis did not qualify for the U.S. 
Olympic team in either the 100 or 
200 metres but bis performance in 
anchoring the 4x100 relay quar- 
tet to a world record showed be 
could well have won his third 
consecutive Olympic 100 title m 
Barcelona. 

Lewis said he was not dis- 
appointed at missing a chance to 


race Christie. 

“No, not really,” he said. "It's 
up to Linford to dedde against 
whom be wants to run. That’s his 
own business. 

"But I can tell you I feel in top 
form and I'm pretty sure that I 
will get a good time here in 
Zurich.” 

B megger has attracted a host 
of other Olympic champions to 
die meeting with several events 
virtual replays of the Olympic 
finals. 

The men’s 400 metres hurdles 
has all three Barcelona medalists 
in world record holder Kevin 
Young, Winthrop Graham and 
Kriss Akabusi plus world cham- 
pion Samuel Matete.

Organiser Wilfried Meert told 
a news conference Monday it 
would be the first time that Olym- 
pic silver medalist Chelimo and 
five times world cross country 
champion Ngugi had ran a 10,000 
metres race together outside 
Kenya. 

They will be paced by a third 
Kenyan William Koech, who 


took seventh place in Barcelona. 

“They’ve agreed to share fee’ 
premium if there’s a nice surprise 
(a world record),” Mr. Meert 
said. 

Ngugi ran the third fastest time 
ever 10,000 metres at Brussels 
last year, running alone most of 
the race to finish just three 
seconds outside Mexican Arturio 
Barrios's record of 27 minutes 
08.23 seconds. 

Mr. Meert said Brussels, which 
will feature 15 Olympic .cham- 
pions, 21 silver medalists and 18 
bronze medalists, would offer 
one million Belgian francs 
($33,000) to anyone who set a 
world mark. In addition, a world 
record holder could take home a 
Mazda sports car. 

Mr. Meert said Kiptanui would 
go for the 3,000 metres steeplech- 
ase record in Brussels if he failed 
to break it in Zurich Wednesday. 

The men’s long jump will only 
be scheduled if world record hol- 
der Mike Powell, who pulled out 
of the event last year because of a 
strained hamstring, comes out of 
the Berlin event injury-free.

Napoli, Sevilla waiting on Maradona 

NAPLES, Italy (R) — Napoli were still waiting to bear if Diego 
Maradona was prepared to accept their terms for a return to 
Italian soccer after reports in Spanish newspapers Tuesday that he 
was about to sign for Sevilla. The former' Argentine captain was 
due to return to his Italian club Napoli after finishing a 15-month 
ban from world soccer imposed after he tested positive for 
cocaine. But be is involved in a dispute over his contract wife 
Napoli and the vice-chairman of the Spanish club Sevilla said in a 
newspaper interview be was confident Maradona would be 
joining them soon. “(He) could join this club if the negotiations 
are finalised within 48 hours,” Jose Alvarez told fee Spanish daily 
El Pais. “The Argentine will be ours.” Maradona last week 
offered to return from Buenos Aires to 'honour his contract with' 
Napoli which runs until June 30, 1993. But the offer was 
accompanied by a string of conditions with Maradona reportedly- 
demanding $9 million to play fee coming season and asking 
Napoli to write off a $6.3 million advance they have already paid 
him. “Napoli repeats that it is prepared to discuss the conditions 
relating to the player’s welfare but will not negotiate on the 
financial aspects of the contract,” Napoli’s spokesman Luigi 
Axnati said Tuesday.

TOKYO (R) — Plunging Tokyo 

share prices sent a nervous ripple 

through Asian markets Tuesday 
and the yen weakened against the 
dollar amid renewed worries over 
Japan's faltering economy.

Amman becomes Mideast 
hub for Societe Generale

At a hastily convened news 
conference after the market 
closed. Finance Minister Tsuto- 
mu Hata voiced fears of a down- 
ward share price spiral and urged 
institutional investors to refrain 
from selling off stocks in a quest 
for “easy" profits to boost their 
financial results. 

He announced several mea- 
sures aimed at reassuring inves- 
tors, including lifting restraints on 
divided payments and allowing 
banks to reinforce their balance 
sheets. 

Mr. Hata said the measures 
outlined Tuesday were part of a 
government package of stimula- 
tive measures promised by the 
end of the month. 

“(But) investors worry the gov- 
ernment can only do so much, 
and pushing up corporate profits 
is not one of them." said Daniel 
Maroll of Sanyo Securities. 

‘The finance ministry still has 
not drawn a line In the sand and 
said it will fight the economy's 
slowdown to the last drop of 
blood,” a Japanese brokerage 
analyst said. “There is really no 
good reason why stocks should 
stop falling at this level.” 

The dollar ended firmer against 
the yen in Tokyo as the Nikkei's 
plunge invited speculative and 
stop-loss yen sales. 

“Posting a new low (in share 
prices) had a very negative im- 
pact on the yen,” said Seiichi 
Saito, chief dealer at Hokkaido 
Takushoku Bank in Tokyo. 

The dollar ended at 126.18 yen 
and 1.4613 marks in Tokyo at 
0630- GMT- against 125.80 and 
1.4644 doses in New York Mon- 
day. 


AMMAN — Out of about ten 
foreign tanks which tad set up 
representative offices in Am- 
man during the 1970s and the 
80s, only one remains active as 
the rest have either dosed or 
maintained a token presence in 
the Kingdom. 

The last group of representa- 
tive offices which terminated 
their presence quit Jordan in 
1990, the year when the Gulf 
.crisis flared up, although the 
main reason behind the closure 
is not exactly known. 

An employee at the Central 
Bank of Jordan (CBJ) told the 
Jordan Times that three repre- 
sentative offices exchanged 
some correspondence with the 
central bank before separately 
notifying it of their decision to 
dose down in 1990. 

The CBJ employee, who 
works in the department which 
follows up on bank registration 
or cancellation matters, named 
Manufacturer Hanover Trust, 
American Express (both U.S. 
institutions) and Germany's 
Osterreichische Lander Bank 
as being the last three to shut 
their representative offices in 
Jordan. 

He said that a Saudi bank 
and a British bank, among 
some financial companies, also 
closed their representative 
offices in Amman in the fast 
decade. 

Only three French banks are 
still maintaining representative 
offices in Jordan and, accord- 
ing to the CBJ employee, the 
central bank has no formal 
requests at present from any 


foreign tank to open a repre- 
sentative office in the country. 

Sod&£ Gdnfirale, the largest 
private French bank and the 
fourth largest in France, has 
recently consolidated its pre- 
sence in Amman ; it chose the 
Jordanian capital as its Mideast 
bub after closing the repre- 
sentative office and the 
offshore banking unit it was 
operating in Bahrain. 

Wat^d Irsheid, representa- 
tive uf Socu£t£ G£n£rale Am- 
man office, said* that the 
French bank, which ranks the 
8th in Europe and the 19th 
worldwide, has closed its 
Bahrain representative office 
at the end of 1989 and that the 
offshore banking unit in that 
country was osed on June 30, 
1990, beca, of the declining 
business climate in that region 
and not because of the Gulf 
war. 

“Soci£t£ Cenfrale found 
Amman to be the best location 
for its presence in the Mideast 
and, as such, Jordan is now’ the 
base for our activities in the 
region which includes Saudi 
Arabia, Syria . raq. United 
Arab Emirates ( JAE), Qatar, 
Bahrain, Oman ; nd Kuwait in 
addition to Jcdan." Mr. 
Irsheid pointed out. 

He* added that a regional 
meeting of Soci£t6 G6n6rale 
representatives and general 
managers of its banks in Jor- 
dan, UAE, Oman, Egypt, 
Sudan, Lebanon and Cyprus 
would be held in Amman in 
mid-October to coordinate the 
bank’s strategies and plans for 


this part of the world. 

Mr. Jrsheid revealed that 
Sotiftd Generate had always 
participated in internationally- 
syndicated loans to the Jorda- 
nian government or other ma- 
jor companies in the King- 
dom but he declined to give 
specific figures. 

According to Mr. Irsheid, 
Socifte G£n£rale will streng- 
then its role in the economic 
development of the countries 
in the region once an end to . 
the regional hostilities and; 
political turmoil is achieved. * 

Banque Nationale de Paris 
(BNP) which opened a repre- : 
sentative office in Amman in . 
1980, and Credit Lyonnais, ’ 
which followed in 1981, have 
both shrunk their presence in ! 
Jordan but opted not to relin- 
quish their licences and not to ' 
totally disappear from the*, 
scene. 

According to a knowledge- 
able source, both BNP and i 
Credit Lyonnais offices in Jor- 
dan are now being run each by 
a secretary and a messenger, 

The employee at Credit 
Lyonnais said she had been the 
representative for Jordan since 
1984 when the management 
decided to reduce the staff and 
reorganise the activities of the 
bank in this region by eliminat- 
ing the role of the Jordan office 
in covering neighbouring coun- 
tries. 

The BNP employee also told 
the Jordan Times that she be- 
came the representative of the 
office after a 1990 reorganisa- 
tion which cancelled the pre- 
sence of the French repre- 
sentative in Amman.

Liberian taxi drivers 
force population to walk 


MONROVIA (R)r — Liberian 
taxi drivers, unable to ply their 
trade because of an acute petrol 
shortage, have held up private 
vehicles and forced passengers to 
walk. 

“Let everyone get down and 
walk,” said one driver at a 
makeshift roadblock. Officials 
driving government cars here 
quizzed over where they had got 
their petrol, and. -forced to.de-. 
scend. 


For the last two weeks the 
capital’s petrol stations have been 
filling up with cars awaiting fuel. 
The interim government has a 
severage shortage of the foreign 
exchange needed to buy fuel. 

Petrol prices have soared to 
125 Liberian dollars per gallon 
from a previous 13.50, while; a 
one-dolfar taxi' ride now^cbsjs 
five. Officially^ ihe Liberian..rJol- 
lar is worth $1 but in practice it 


trades for much less.

New African economic alliance i 
promote market-driven growth 


WINDHOEK (R) — A new 
Southern African Development 
Community created Monday will 
swing the region from decades of 
state-controlled economics to- 
wards market-driven growth. 

Leaders of 10 states signed a 
treaty creating the southern Afri- 
can Development Community 
(SADC) to defuse the threat of 
economic competition from a 
powerful post-apartheid South 
Africa. 

“Emphasis will shift from ... 
public sector programmes to a 
mixture of private and public 
sector programmes, from reduc- 
ing dependence on South Africa 
to inter-dependence in our re- 
gion,” Zimbabwean Prime Minis- 
ter Robert Mugabe said after the 
agoing. 

Leaders from Angola, Bots- 
wana, Lesotho,- Malawi, Mozam- 
bique, Namibia, . Swaziland, Tan- 
zania, Zambia and Zimbabwe 
signed the treaty. 

The SADC will replace the 
12-year-old Southern African De- 
velopment Coordination Confer- 
ence, a voluntary alliance formed 
to promote economic independ- 


ence from South Africa. 

The 10 SADC countries, with a 
population of 80 million, together 
account for seven per cent of 
African gross domestic product. 

South Africa, invited to join as 
soon as white rule makes way for 
democracy, would add a further 
S80 billion at 1989 levels, giving 
the region a 28 per cent share of 
African output. 

“The management of economic 
affairs is being reformed to allow 
for efficiency, economy and com- 
petitiveness and to enable indi- 
viduals to innovate and to take 
responsibility for improving their 
own lives,” the leaders said in a 
summit declaration. 

“Policy and management re- 
forms ... enterprise, productivity 
and competitiveness are the main 
pillars of a strategy capable of 
engendering increased invest- 
ment in production and trade,” 
they said. 

Trevour Manuel, head of the 
African National Congress 
(ANC) department of economic 
affairs, said the SADC countries 
advocated more market-oriented 


economic policies chan his move- 
ment. 

“It’s the full swing of the pen- 
dulum without accounting for 
what lies in between,” he said in 
an interview. “An appreciation 
will grow that while the govern- 
ment should not control every- 
thing, there is a role for govern- 
ment in the management of the 
economy." 

The ANC is a key black group 
in stalled democracy talks with 
President F.W. de Klerk's white 
government and is likely to play a 
major role in future government. 

SADC ministers said in a docu- 
ment prepared for the summit 
that inappropriate policies, poor 
management and inadequate 
public accountability were prime 
causes of the region's poor econo- 
mic performance. 

They also cited South African 
military and economic destabi- 
lisation in the decade to 1988. 
SADC officials estimate this cost 
their countries $60 billion and 
about l.S million lives. 

The ministers said southern 


Africa would be increasingly mar- 
ginalised unless it adopted poli- 
cies that would raise investor 
confidence and increase competi- 
tiveness. 

ANC Secretary-General Cyril 
Ramaphosa said the ANC would 
support the SADC, but warned 
members not to expect too much 
from a democratic South Africa. 

"Acting as a region will mini- 
mise the prospects of entrenching 
the awesome power of the apar-r 
theid regime, both politically and 
economically. Once the die has 
been cast, it will be extremely 
difficult to reverse the inequality ' 
and the dependency syndrome, 
even with a democratic govern- 
ment in place." Mr. Ramaphosa 
told the summit. 

But he said a reformed South 1 
Africa would be preoccupied with 
its own imbalances. 

“Given that we shall have been 1 
left an appalling legacy of apar-; 
theid, our contribution in the 
economic life of the sub-region is 
likely to be limited, at least in- 
itially,” he said.

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Georgian tanks roll into Sakhnmi 


SUKHUMI, Georgia (R) — 
Georgia sent troops and tanks 
into the capital of its breakaway 
region of Abkhazia Tuesday to 
crash resistance by nationalist re- 
bels. 

From an apartment on Kirov 
Street in the centre of the Black 
Sea resort, eyewitnesses watched 
Georgian tanks and armoured 
personnel carriers roil past for at 
least half an hour beginning 
shortly after midday (0800 
GMT). 

Sporadic machine gun volleys 
and cannon shots could be heard 
as Georgian troops fired to dis- 
perse passers- by and wipe out 
isolated Abkhazian snipers. 

. The show of force followed a 
Georgian ultimatum Monday de- 
manding the resignation of 
' Abkhazia’s parliament leader 
[Vladislav Ardzinba. 

Mr. Ardzinba, who angered 
Georgian authorities by pushing a 
■declaration of independence 
through parliament last month, 
has shown no sign of stepping 
down. 

. Frightened residents took re- 
fuge in their homes in anticipa- 
tion of the troop advance. 

“They will kill us all. I wonder 
.what are they doing in this peace- . 
fill district," said Anna, the elder-- 
ly Russian owner of the apart- 
ment. 


She broke down in tears as the 
Georgian column rolled past. At 
least six tanks and one armoured 
vehicle could be seen from the 
first floor window. 

Poorly-trained and ill-equipped 
Abkhazian irregulars are concen- 
trated in northern Sukhumi but 
stand little chance of mounting 
serious resistance. 

The crisis over Abkhazia is the 
wont to confront Georgian lead- 
er Eduard Shevardnadze since be 
took power in the former Soviet 
republic last March. 

The Russian News Agency In- 
terfax said five people bad been 
killed during the Georgian adv- 
ance, but there was no indepen- 
dent confirmation. 

Another agency. NEGA, re- 
ported that the troops had lo- 
wered the Abkhazian flag over 
the Sukhumi parliament building 
and raised the maroon Georgian 
flag in its place. 

Earlier, Georgian tanks and 
armoured vehicles moved! into 
position on the southern outskirts 
of Sukhumi. Some of the troops 
warned reporters to stay out of 
the city. 

“You guys ought to stay away 
from Sukhumi. It's going to be a 
bloody mess there today," one 
soldier said. 

Mr. Shevardnadze sent troops 
into Abkhazia last week to hunt 


out rebels' who had kidnapped a 
dozen Georgian officials, includ- 
ing his interior minister. All but 
three of the hostages have now 
been released. 

Fighting between troops and 
Abkhaziah nationalists broke out 
and the death toll had climbed by 
Monday to more than 50. 

Georgia withdrew its forces 
from Sukhumi under a weekend 
ceasefire accord. The decision to 
send them back in Tuesday 
showed that Georgian patience 
bad snapped after several days of 
fruitless negotiations with 
Abkhazian officials. 

The dty looked deserted, with 
windows shuttered and most 
shops closed. A few people stood 
in line from early morning to buy 
bread. 

Many Abkhazians and 
thousands of Russian holi- 
daymakers have fled in the past 
few days. 

Journalists in Tbilisi quoted 
Abkhazian first Deputy Prime 
Minister Sergei Bagapsh as saying 
he expected Georgian troops to 
impose a curfew. 

He said five Abkhazians were 
killed in exchanges of fire over- 
night. In Gumista, a Sukhumi 
suburb, Bagapsh said six people 
were killed when a rocket fired 
from a Georgian MiG-24 military 


helicopter hit a residential build- 
ing. 

Most Abkhazian officials have 
fled the government building in 
Sukhumi, where a weary-looking 
Bagapsh remained Tuesday with 
only a couple of aides. 

“We are waiting. I will seod afl 
my aides away and stay m this 
building whatever happens Our 
forces are concentrating m the 
northern outskirts of the dty. We 
shall meet the Georgians there/ 
he said, refusing to answer furth- 
er questions. 

Georgia, which borders Rus- 
sia, Turkey and the warring Re- 
publics of Armenia and Azerbai- 
jan, has been tom for the past 
year by political and ethnic con- 
flicts. 

Zviad Gamsakhurdia, the for- 
mer president, was toppled from 
power last January after a violent 
uprising. 

Mr. Shevardnadze, the former 
Soviet foreign minister and arch- 
rival of Mr. Gamsakhurdia, has 
fought a tough battle to restore 
order and national unity. 

On Monday he told Georgians 
to be ready to fight “forces of 
evil" — his term for Mr. Gam- 
sakhurdia supporters who are 
mainly concentrated in the west 
of the country and Abkhazia.

SARAJEVO (R) — Nearly 1,000 
mostly Serb women, children and 
elderly people were evacuated 
from Sarajevo Tuesday, the 
second exodus of non-combatants 
from the besieged Bosnian capital 
in less than a week. 

Friends and relatives chocked 
with emotion as the evacuees 
pulled away en route to Belgrade 
from the ruins of die city’s bus 
station, a frequent target of mor- 
tar and heavy machine gun fire. 

Officials from the Children's 
Embassy, a local charity, said 960 
persons were in a convoy of buses 
and cars which left the centre of 
Sarajevo just after 10 a.ra. (0800 
GMT). 

United Nations armoured per- 
sonnel carriers escorted the con- 
voy out of the city. 

"Our lists show 22 per cent of 
the people are now-Serbs, includ- 
ing both Muslims and Croats/’ 
said Sabaheta Press of the Chil- 
dren’s Embassy. 

She said about 70 per cent of 
those leaving Tuesday were chil- 
dren and confirmed that neces- 
sary Serb, Croat and Muslim per- 
missions had been received for 
the convoy to pass through ethnic 
lines which define the battlefield 
in war-ravaged Bosnia. 

Mostly Muslim women and 
children were evacuated from 
Sarajevo by the charity last week. 
More than 300 people went by 
bus to Split, and from there to 
Slovenia and Austria, without in- 
cident. 

A German attempt to evacuate 
children three weeks ago ended 
in tragedy when two were shot 
dead by a sniper on their way out 
of the dty.

Sarajevo airport dosed 

Meanwhile, U.N. authorities 
dosed Sarajevo Airport Tuesday 
after gunners menaced a British 
AirForce cargo plane during take 
off, a senior U.N. source said. 

He said the incident was being 
evaluated at U.N. headquarters 
in New York and could lead to an 
air strike against the gun position, 
suspected of belonging to rebel 
Serbs besieging Sarajevo. 

The attackers “locked onto" 
the aircraft with target-seeking 
radar and probably fired on it, he 
said. 

“The plane fired flares and 
chaff to evade fire* but was ‘lock- 
ed onto' again," the source, who 
declined to be identified, added. 
“As it was manoeuvring, the crew 
think they were fired upon by 
20mm anti-aircraft cannon." 

Five people were killed and 
eight injured when mortar bombs 
set ablaze a six-storey hotel hous- 
ing refugees in the heart of« 
Sarajevo. 

The Belgrade-based Tanjug 
News Agency attributed the 
Monday night attack to Serb 
forces. Serbs commanders m the 
area denied the report. 

The fire destroyed the top . 
three floors of the Hotel Europe 
in Sarajevo’s old town centre bnt 


it was extinguished by dawn. The 
floors were a mess, with water 
seeping down the building. 

Four of the dead were refugees 
and one was a policeman who 
tried to help get the 800 refugees 
out. ' 

It was the latest in a string of 
civilian tragedies in the four- 
month-old war in the Republic of 
Bosnia-Herzegovina. 

Most of the refugees spent the 
night huddled in doorways and 
other nearby places and some 
began drifting back in the morn- 
ing in the hope of p aivaging be- 
longings from the hotel. 

Tanjug reported that Serb 
forces launched the attack after 
rival Muslim forces opened fire 
with artillery on the Bosnian Serb 
base at Pale on the outskirts of 
Sarajevo. Bosnian Serb leader 
Radovan Karadzic denied the 
Tanjug report. 

Muslim sources took credit for 
the attack on Pale, local journal- 
ists said, and U.N. peace troops 
said the Muslim forces certainly 
bad a weapon powerful enough: 
to reach the suburb from their 
positions in the besieged dty. 

The Bosnian Serb military 
command later issued a statement 
accusing Muslims of staging both 
the attack on Pale and the shel- 
ling of targets in central Sarajevo.

‘Over 2,000 
foreigners 
.were sent 
to Stalin 
camps’ 

MOSCOW (R) — More than 
2,000 foreigners were imprisoned 
in the Siberian Gulag during 
Soviet dictator Josef Stalin’s reign 
of terror, Russia’s Security Minis- 
try said Tuesday. 

They came from 31 countries, a 
ministry official said, describing 
the total of foreign prisoners as 
the highest yet revealed. 

Among the foreigners were 
two Britons, 501 Bulgarians, 29 
Hungarians, 116 Germans and 
155 Mongolians, Major-General 
Anatoly Krayushkin of the minis- 
try’s directorate told a news con- 
ference. 

Stalin's secret police had listed 
foreign prisoners in their secret 
archives, being reexamined since 
the Soviet collapse. 

“Overall, the number of peo- 
ple who suffered from the purges 
is significantly higher than has 
been revealed to tee media until 
now," he said. 

Many foreign socialists settled 
in the Soviet Union in the years 
immediately after the 1917 Bol- 
shevik Revolution,, to help build 
communism. 

But they were viewed with 
growing suspicion as Moscow’s 
leaders dosed their country off 
from the outside world at the end 
of the 1920s. After that, fore- 
igners were stranded in a country 
gripped by growing fear and para- 
noia. 

Stalin’s three-decade rule en- 
ded in 1953. It saw the virtual 
annihilation of whole sections of 
society in purges, deportations, 
the brutal collectivisation of agri- 
culture and ruthless suppression 
of intellectual and nationalist dis- 
sent 

Millions of people who fell foul 
of the “man of steep were sent to 
a grim network of labour camps j 
stretching through the remote 
Siberian forests. 


TOKYO (R) — Russian Presi- 
dent Boris- Yeltsin has told 
Japanese television be is ready to 
withdraw all troops by 1995 from 
four Padfic islands daimed by 
Japan, a network spokesman said 
Tuesday. 

Yeltsin said in an interview he 
would offer to demilitarise the 
islands, whicb tie : just off Japan’s 
northern coast; within three years 
when be visits Tokyo in mid- 
September, the Nippon Televi- 
sion Network (NTV) spokesman 
said. 

“The president said he would 1 
sign an agreement in Tokyo 
promising foe withdrawal of all 
troops from the disputed islands 
much sooner than expected," he 
added. 

Mr. Ydtsin’s two-hour inter- 
view, recorded Sunday at the 
Black Sea resort of Sochi, will be 
broadcast in Japan Wednesday. 

During a visit to Japan last 
year, then-Soviet President 
Mikhail Gorbachev pledged to 
begin pulling out troops from the 
islands, which Moscow calls the 
Southern Kuriles and Tokyo the 
Northern Territories. 

They were seized from Japan 
by foe Soviet army in the closing 
days of World War n. 

After Gorbachev’s pledge, 
Russian officials said the plan was 
to withdraw foe troops, estimated 
by Western defence analysts to 
number about 20,000, over about 
10 years. 

The islands dispute, now 
almost half a century old, has 
prevented Moscow and Tokyo 
signing a peace treaty formally 
ending World War II hostilities. 

Japan has flatly refused Rus- 
sian appeals for urgent aid and 
investment until conclusion of 
such a treaty. 

Mr. Yeltsin, whose, radical mar- 
ket reforms are under pressure at 
home, told NTV he hoped to 
resolve the dispute during his 
Sept 13-16 Tokyo visit, but gave 
no details, foe spokesman said. 

Although Russia’s military 
establishment has implacably 
opposed foe return of foe islands, 
Mr. Yeltsin said Russian Defence 
Minister Pavel Grachov had 
approved foe demilitarisation 
plan. 

‘I drew up the plan with Minis- 
ter Grachov and I can say that all 
troops will be withdrawn by mid- 
1995," Mr. Yeltsin was quoted as 
saying. 

The daily Yomiuri Shim bun 
said Tuesday that Japan was pre- 
paring to set up a fund worth 50 
billion yen ($397 million) to 
promote intellectual and tech- 
nological exchange between 
Japan, Europe and foe former 
Soviet Union. 


Pretoria accepts U.N, 
report on violence 


JOHANNESBURG (R) — The 
South African government 
accepted a U.N. report on ways 
to end township violence, saying 
Tuesday it would welcome foe 
stationing of observers in the 
country. 

"... The resolution is accept- 
able in its main components. 
Blaine is not apportioned to any 
party. Evenhandedness is main- 
tained," Foreign Minister Pik 
Botha said in a statement. 

“The need is emphasised to 
strengthen South African struc- 
tures such as the national peace 
accord. So is the importance of 
cooperation of all parties in foe 
resumption of foe negotiation 
process as speedily as possible," 
Mr. Botha added. 

The U.N. Security Council has 
unanimously authorised the sta- 
tioning of U.N. observers in 
South Africa to help end 
township violence whicb 1 as 
daimed some 6,000 lives sit. t 
1990. 

The world body left it open to 
Secretary-General Boutros Ghali 
to decide bow many should be 
sent. 

In a report published on Aug. 
7, U.N. sped a! envoy Cyrus 
Vance recommended about 30 
observers be sent to South Africa 
to work dosely with the National 
Peace Secretariat, set up under a 
national peace accord signed last 
Sept, by 24 groups induding foe 
government, the African Nation- 
al Congress (ANC) and Inkatha 
Freedom Party. 


The ANC said it would wel- 
come more than 400 observers to 
monitor township violence. With- 
out specifying a figure, Mr. Botha 
said his government was prepared 
to accept a larger presence of 
U.N. monitors. 

Mr. Vance headed a mission to 
South Africa last month to re- 
commend ways of ending the 
violence and creating conditions 
for a resumption of negotiations 
for a democratic, non-radal, un- 
ited country. 

In his report, he also called on 
other organisations such as die 
Commonwealth, Organisation of 
African Unity and European 
Community to send observers. 

Mr. Botha said Pretoria had no 
objection to such organisations 
sending observers so long as they 
operated within the national 


peace accord. 

• “We have no objection in prin- 
ciple, provided that the numbers 
involved are reasonable and Iliad 
they will dosely associate with 
our internal stru ct ures ," be said. 

The U.N. recently sent 10 
observers to cover a week of m?ss 
demonstrations by -foe ANC and its 
allies to pressure the white gov- 
ernment to end violence and 
commit itself to majority rule. 

A democracy forum called the 
Convention for a Democratic 
South. Africa (CODESA) col- 
lapsed p. Juste when the ANC 
and its allies polled out in protest 
against township killings, particu- 
larly foe massacre of 43 blacks in 
Boipatong township south of 
Johannesburg. 

Eight people were killed in 
South African township violence 
overnight, pushing the weekend 
f fop th toll to 25, police said 
Monday. 

The 25 incuxled four police- 
men shot and hacked to death By 
unknown gunmen in foe nominal- 
ly independent homeland of Cis- 
kei and a baby tolled by a hand 
grenade buried into a house in 
the Natal province township of 
Boboyi. 

Eleven died in Natal province 
townships and 14 in black settle- 
ments surrounding the Johannes- 
burg industrial hesrtland. 

Meanwhile, t ie African 
National Congress claims the 
white government wants an 
amnesty for its security forces 
because top officials have been 
involved in political crimes. 

Rejecting government propos- 
als for a blanket amnesty, the 
main Mad: oppo si tion group said 
an amnesty could perpetuate 
rather than end foe political vio- 
lence that has claimed thousands 
of lives. 

“The sudden promotion by 
senior government offitils of the 
concept of a general amnesty 
dearly relates to accumulating 
evidence of senior ministerial and 
security force involvement in' 
assassinations and violence,” the 
ANC said in a statement Monday 
night.' 

The ANC was responding to a 
government call . last week for a 
blanket amnesty for all members 
of the security forces and blade 
resistance groups for any politi- 
cally motivated offenses. 
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Hanoi slams Khmer Rouge 


HANOI (R) — Vietnamese 
News Agency has condemned the 
Khmer Rouge for threatening 
violence against Vietnamese set- 
tlers in Cambodia, accusing them 
of violating a U.N. peace accord, 
Khmer Rouge President Khieu 
Samphan recently told foe Far 
Eastern Economic Review maga- 
zine that Cambodians might 
attack Vietnamese settlers - if 
U.N. peacekeepers did not expel 
them. 


He referred to Vietnamese 
bodies floating down in Mekong 
River, reviving images of earlier 
pogroms against ethnic Viet- 
namese in Cambodia. 

The Khmer Rouge is now rep- 
resented with two other guerrilla 
groups and -foe Cambodian gov- 
ernment on a Supreme National 
Council (SNQ. It is the only one 
of the four bodies that has re- 
fused to comply with U.N. 
peacekeepers’ plans to disarm. 



India test-launches medium- range missile 


NEW DELHI (R) — India test- 
launched a medium-range missile 
Tuesday just before top officials 
met Pakistani counterparts for 
talks on reducing severe tension 
between the two old enemies. 

Indian news agency said foe 
surface-to-surface Prithvi missile, 
which has a range of 250 
kilometres, was launched from 
India’s main test site' at 
Chan dipur-On-Sea, in foe east- 
ern state of Orissa on the Bay of 
Bengal. 

The Press Trust of India. 


quoted officials sources as do- 
scribing the test as successful. It 
was at least die fifth test of the 
Prithvi, which the Defence Minis- 
try describes as a tactical battle- 
field support weapon. 

If and when foe missile is de- 
ployed, much of Pakistan would 
fall within its range. 

India and Pakistan have fought 
three wars since independence 
from Britain in 1947, two of them 
over disputed Kashmir, the 
source of fresh tension since a 


rebellion erupted in early 1990 in 
the Indian-ruled part of the 
Himalyan region. 

More than 7,000 people have 
been killed since the rebellion 
erupted in largety-Hindu India’s 
only Moslhn-majority region. 

India, insists Pakistan, which 
rules one-third of Kashmir, 
fomented and sustains the rebel- 
lion as a “proxy war" against 
Delhi, charges that took foe two 
countries close to the brink of a 
fourth war two' yean ago.
